New Way to Sterilize Milk.

It is sald that milk may be sterilized
by an exceedingly simple and effective
new discovery. An alternating elee-
tric current is passed through it, and
all germs that are absorbed from the at-
mosphere are killed. This does not in
any way, we are told, affect the quality
of the milk or cause any different ac-
tion in any of the subsequent processes
through which [t may be put; but this
statement will be received with some
grains of salt, especially by old house-
keepers, who claim that electric storms
sour the milk. It is extremely difficult
to combat established notions, and only
experience will convince conservative
people that electricity and milk make
a harmless compound,

Whaen Vice-President Crosby of the
United States Express company  was
abroad a few weeks #go he noticed in J
London that many tradesmen and shop- |
keepers were delivering parcels and
small bundles by men on bieycles, The |
idea then struck him that the pueu- |
matic-tired machine might be used to |
advantage and with great saving by
the express company. As soon as he re-
turned to this country he submitted his

facturing concern and the result has
been a tricycle which seems to fill the
bill perfectly, The machine is simple
in construction. There is no chain. as |
the front wheel is made the driving
wheel, and is worked with the pedals at-
tached directly to it, as was the method |
with the discarded high wheels. The |
seat is a trifie to the rear of the front |
wheel, but not too far bhack to alter the |
pedaling motion from that used in prn~1
pelling an ordinary safety, The two
rear wheels are joined by an axle, to
which runs a stout bar from the fork
of the front wheel. Fltted over the
axle and between the rear wheels is a
square wooden hox to hold the pack-
ages for delivery. The receptacle for
packages is thirty inches long, twenty-
elght wide and twenty-one deep. It has
a closed top and iz opened by doors be-
hind. The doors are supplied with g
strong lock, and the whole box s coated
with a water-proof substance, Around
the top of the hox is a guarg rail for
#xtra packages that cannot he placed
ingide. The wheels have rubhber tires
and are about the size of those of the
ordinary bicyele. The vehiole weighs
a little over sixty pounds and s cap-
able of carrying as much as the driver
can comfortably pull after him. At a
rough estimate this is placed at 175

pounds. TFrom an economical stand-
point the new machine will prove a
great saving. Its cost is about $175,
conslderably less than the horse, wagon
and harness would vost, although, of
course, one horse and wagon can de-
liver an Infinite greater number of
pounds than the bleyele. But a horse
and wagon is very clumsy and slow,
and as the shipping of small parcels
and boxes by express is constantly in-
creasing, the advantage of the tricy-
cle's usage will easily be seen,  Ag yet
but one machine has been received and
I8 being used by the company. If the
